Mount Vernon, Ga., April 25.—(Spe- 
cial.)\—News has just been received 
here over the telephone from Alamo, 
in this county, that H. L. Sears had 
shot and killed John T. Bright, both of 
them being residents of Alamo.

This morning Sears came through 
Alamo again on the early train, but 
did not get off, coming on back to 
Mount Vernon, and was sen on the 
Streets talking to friends.

The phone message this afternoon 
from Alamo says that about 2 o'clock 
Bright took his pistol and went from 
his home to the stables of Sears, and 
that there the killing occurred. The 
details surrounding the !mmediate kill- 
ing are not full, but yesterday Sears, 
in Mount Vernon, stated that on last 
Tuesday afternoon about dark -Bright 
went to the home of Sears and raised 
a difficulty with him, but some of his

IN JURY'S HANDS 


JUDGE’S. CHARGE FORCEFUL 


Judge Parker Allowed Jury To Visit 
House Where Harry Lyle Killed 
His Wife and Baby, and 
View the Surroundings. 


Waycross, Ga., April 25.—((Special.)— 
Upon the reconvening of court this morn- 
ing Judge John T. Myers addressed the 
jury tn the Lyle murder case for the de- 
fendant, and was followed by Colonel 
W. W. Lambdin, for the state, 

At twenty minutes to noon, Judge 
Parker completed his cMarge to the jury, 
and the fate of- Harry E. Lyle, charged 
with the murder of his wife and baby, 
was ylaced in the hands of the twelve 
men who are to decide whether it is life 
or death for the prisoner. 

Tine case occupied the entife time of 
Vare superior court for two days, and 


at ro previous trial, either civil or crim- 
inat, has there been such marked inter- 
est as in this case. Judge Paker’s charge 
was forceful and -impartial. In the 
twenty minutes he consumed in charg- 
ing the jury he covered all the vital 
points in the evidence, and just as he 
went to close hig charge informed the 
jury that there could be no intermediate 
verdict 1eturned, that their verdict had to 
either be an acquittal or murder. He 
irfornred them, however, that in case 
they found Lyle guilty a recommendation 
to life imprisonment could be made, and 
that the court could Be bound to ob- 
serve the recommendation. 

At 4 o'clock Judge Parker granted the 
jury’ permission to go to the house 
Eads street, where Lyle killed his wife 
and baby, and view the surroundings. 

At a Jate hour tonight the jury in the 
Lyle murder case were still tied up and 
no verdict is expected before morning. 
Judge Parker gave them - until 10 
o'clock to report tonight. 

There are various rumors 
streets as to how the jury stands, Late 
this afternoon a ballot showed seven 
for murder and five for penitentiary for 
life. A later ballot showed seven for 
murder, four for life imprisonment and 
one for acquittal, 

At 10 o’clock it is reported that the 
jury stands ‘ten for murder without 
recommendation and two for acquittal.

our directors and the purchasers.”’

PENROSE COES 
TU ROOSEVELT 


But What Passed Between the 
Two Is Not Known, 


PENROSE ALLEGED PLOTTER 


Senator’s Name Has Been Mentioned 
in Connection With an Alleged 
‘Rich ‘Men’s Conspiracy.’ 
Penrose Is Silent About 
White House Visit. 


Washington, April 25.—Senator Pen- 
rose, of Petnsylvania, whose name has 


| been freely mentioned in connection with 


the giving away at a dinner of the de- 
tails of an alleged conspiracy against 
President Roosevelt, was one of the 
early visitors at the white house today, 
reaching there before !0 o’clock. This is 
Senator Penrose’s first visit to the white 
house since the publication of the story 
which he denied a day or two after- 


wards. 
Penrose Won’t Talk. 

The senator remained at the white 
house for an hour, but a good portion 
of this time he spent in conversation 
with Secretary Loeb. When the senator 
came out he was immediately surround- 
ed by a group of newspaper men, who 
followed him to the gates of the grounds 
in front of the president's house. The 
senator was not at all communicative 
and declared again and again he had 
nothing to say of any consequence. The 
dialogue between the senator and the 
reporters was substantially as follows: 

“What was the object of your visit, 
senator?’ 

“It was purely social. I had a very nice 
visit. It is very nice of you gentlemen 
to walk along with me, but I have noth- 
ing to say.”’ 

“Nothing to add to or take from the 
talk about the so-called conspiracy ?]’ 

“No, no.” 

No Explanation for Roosevelt. 

“Did you explain to the president why 
the Pennsylvania legislature refused to 
indorse him for a third term?’ 

“T did not.’ 

“Don't you think that needed explana- 
tion?’’ 

“T did not.” 

“What do you think of the third term 
proposition ?”’ 

“Don’t think.” 

With this remark the senator moved 
on down Pennsylvania avenue. While 
Senator Penrose was at the cxecutive 
offices Senator Jonathan Bourne, of 
Oregon, came in. We went direct to 
Secretary L#eb’s office. Senator Bourne, 
it has been commonly reported, was the 
host at the dinner at which the de- 
tails of the so-called conspiracy against 
the president were said to have been 
given out. Senator Bourne saw the pres!- 
dent after Mr. Penrose had left. He de- 
clared, however, that there had not been 
any conference between the president, 
Senator Penrose and himself, and that 
he had not seen Mr. Penrose during 
his visit to the white house. 

Roosevelt Talks National Poiltics. 


President Roosevelt today discussed 
national politics and some of the busi- 
ness of the republican national commit- 
tee with its acting chairman, Harry S.

FINLEY PLEADS 
FOR RAILROADS 


Souther President Speaks to 
People of Mobile, 


ROAD EARNINGS TOO SMALL 


To Provide the Facilities Essentia} 
to Successfal Operation, There. 
fore the Money Must Be Bor. 
rowed—Deprecates Hos. 
tile Legisiation. 


Mobile, Ala., April 25.—President W. W. 
Finley, of the Southern railway, deliv- 
ered an address this afternoon before a 
large number of representative business 
men under the auspices of the Mobile 
Commercial Club. He wag introduced to 
the assembly by Vice President E. L. 
Russell, of the Mobile and Ohio railroad. 

President Finley said in part: 

“We have met here this afternoon to 
study eound policies and to consider 
what may still be done to advance our 
commercial and industrial interests. 

“I believe a far larger proportion of the 
raw materials produced in the south 
should be manufactured in this section, 
and that if this can be brought about the 
result will be to/icrease the wealth and 
prosperity of the southern states, 

“There are only two ways of reaching 
markets—rail and water. Neither ig suf- 
ficient alone. Water transportation is not 
adequate for interior commerce, nor by 
itself for coastwise or for foreign com- 
merce. Rail transportation must stop 
@t the shores of the sea. 

‘It would be just as logical for the 
people to array themselves against wa- 
ter transportation, or te undertake to 
hamper and cripple it as it is for them 
to array themselves against railroads and 
to favor policies which will hamper and 
cripple them. 

“I think it ig apparent that any public 
policy toward the railroad which limits 
their power to increase their facilities 
and their carrying capacity, to keep pace 
with, or to éven anticipate the productive 
capacity of thé southern people, is de- 
@tructivé of the best interests—of the 
vital interests—of the people them- 
selves. 

‘It ig unnecessary to point out to intel- 
ligent business men that the power of 
railroads to increase their facilities ig de- 
pendent upon their earning capacity and 
their credit, 52 that their credit is de- 
pendent upon tained earning capacity. 
The roads nid t expect to earn enough 
from their current operations to provide 
themselves with the facilities absolutely 
essential in the interest of our people. 
The monéy must be borrowed. 


“I do not believe that witha ay know!l-. 
l 


edge of the facts and with a fdl lappre- 
ciation of the destructive consequences 
to the railroads to their revenues, and 
to their capacity to serve the puuwiic, 
either the governor or the legislature 
would have favored the legislation in 
question, and when the true facts are 
known I have supreme confidence that 
the course of this company and of the 
dDiher Alabama carriers will be upheld 
by the conservatism and by the genSe of 
justice and right of all the people of Ala- 
bama.’

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MEN HURT IN 
FREIGHT WRECK 


Passenger Trains Delayed 
by Obstructed 
Tracks, 


Columbus, Ga., April 25.—(Special.)—An 
eastbound Central of Georgia freight 
train, while en route from Birmingham 
to Columbus, traveling at the rate of 
about !7 miles an hour, was wrecked at 
a point 45 miles from Columbus yester- 
day afternoon. The engine and seven 
cars left the track, tumbling aown a 
ten-foot embankment. The engine turn- 
ed completely over, its nose plowing the 
mud. 

Engineer Dan M. McCook, of Colum- 
bus, jumped as the engine was turning, 
and got out in time, although he fre- 
ceived some painful bruises when he 
struck the ground. The negro fireman, 
A. V. Brown, was caught in the engine 
as it turned over, and carried over in it. 
Before he could be rescued the lower 
portion of his body was badly scalded, 
although he will recover. A negro brake- 
man, standing on the tender, wuiiie try- 
ing to decide which way to jump, was 
hurled into space by the wobbling of the 
tender when it left the track, and fell 
against a barbed-wire fence, receiving 
painful, although not serious, injuries. 

It was thought at first that the wreck 
was caused by a broken rail, but it was 
supposed afterwards that it was due 
simply to a rough place in the track, as 
some new crossties had just been put in, 
replacing old ones. The engine passed 
the bad place in safety: although the 
big piece of mechanism Was badly jarred. 
The engine went hine car lengths fur- 
ther, and Engineer McCook stuck to his 
post until the engine left the track and 
started to bumping along the crossties.

FOUGHT 10 LAST 


Possessed af Knife, Resists 
Efforts to Hang Him, 


AMMONIA THROWN. IN CELL 


Moating and Coughing, Bob Watts 
Was Dragged to the S¢eaffold 
and Hanged for Murder of 
Old Confederate Soldier. 
Protested Mupocence. 


Guntersville, Ala, Apri 26 .—Bob 
Watts, a young white man/ was hanged 
in the jail yard here today ‘under tragic 
circumstances, He had become possessed 
of a knife and resisted to the end. 
Ammonia was thrown into his cell and 
he was thus overcome and dragged to 
the scaffold by force, coughing and 
moaning piteously. Being asked for a 
statement, he persistently protested his 
innocence, but did not attempt to throw 
suspicion on any one else. The drop fell 
at 8:20 o'clock. 

Watts was hanged for the murder of 
Perd Winkles, an old confederate sol- 
diér, who was killed in this county in 
the fall of 1904. Winkles had just drawn 
his pension money, amounting to $30, 
from the state and was en route home 
when the discharge of a gun followed by 
screams was heard. Friends who hasten- 
ed to the place found Winkles lying in 
the road mortally wounded. The dying 
man said that Watts had shot and rob- 
bed him. 

Watts was convicted and sentenced to 
hang, but an appeal was taken to the 
supreme court, which affirmed the sen- 
tence. Meanwhile Watts, who had been 
taken to the Birmingham jail for safe- 
keeping, was pronounced insane and sent 
to the insane asylum. Further reprieves 
followed until six different dates had 
been fixed for the execution, Recently 
Watts was Geclared sane again anda 
Governor Comer refused to grant an- 
other reprieve. Watts all along asserted 
his innocence,

IN MANY RETURNS 


Corporations Called on to Give 
in Higher Valuations 


TAX RETURNS FAR TOO LOW 


Cemptroller General Accepts Pull- 
man Company’s Return, Which 
Shows Increase, but Demands 
Increases in Returns of 
Other Corporations. 


Out of six corporation tax returns 
submitted to Comptroller General W. 
A. Wright yesterday, substantial in- 
creases were demanded in five cases, 
while the return in only one case was 


accepted. 

The accepted return was that of the 
Pullman Car Company, which showed 
@ substantial increase over that of last 
year. In the other cases the comp- 
troller general wrote the varjous com- 
panies that as the value of practically 
all property in Georgia has advanced 
from 15 to 25 per cent within the last 
four years, and since the time when 
the values of these corporation prop- 
erties were fixed by arbitration, their 
returns should now show some indi- 
cation of this increase instead of re- 
maining what they have practically 
been from year to year since 1903, 

The comptroller general also inform- 
e_d these companies that it made no 
difference to him how the return wac 
divided between physical property and 
franchise so long as the aggregate is 
a fair valuation of the property. 

The Pullman Car Company returned 
its property in Georgia at $455,000, of 
which $325,000 is physical and $130,000 
intangible property. The company 
really claims that it has no franchise 
in Georgia. The return is arrived at 
by taking that proportion of the total 
value of the company’s property which 
is placed at $25,000,000, found by the 
comparison of the Georgia mileage, 
2,476 miles, with the company’s total 
mileage in the United States which is 
193,000 miles. This return is an in- 
crease of $133,000 over that of last 
year, and was' accepted. 

The return of $156,819.28, made by 
the Augusta Union Station Company, 
was declined. The company has is- 
sued upon the property $225,000 4 per 
cent bonds. The comptroller general 
wrote the company that he would ac- 
cept a return of approximately $200,000 
on this property. 

The return of the Augusta and Sum- 
merville Raflroad Company, which con- 
nects the railroads entering Augusta, 
at $61,045, of which $15,000 is on fran- 
chise, was declined, and a return of 
$80,000 was demanded. 

The szsonroe railroad, owned by the 
lessees of the Georgia railroad and 
operating !0 miles between Social Cir- 
cle and Monroe, which was recently 
rebuilt and the gauge broadened, was 
returned at $57,717, of which $1,755 is 
franchise. <A total return of $100,000 
was demanded by the comptroller gen- 
eral. 

The Macon and Dublin Telephone 
Company returned its total property at 
$1,993 of which $100 was franchise. 
The comptroller demanded a return of 
$5,000. 

The Dublin Telephone and Telegraph 
Company, of Dublin, Laurens county, 
made a total return of $10,036. It 
showed earnings last year of $2,777.04. 
The comptroller general in this case 
demanded an aggregate return of 


$20,000.

PEACE FOR CENTRAL AMERICA 


Assured by the Treaty Between Nic.- 
aragua and Salvador. 
Washington, April 25.—Details of the 
treaty of peace between Nicaragua and 
Salvador, whicH was signed at Ama- 
pala on Tuesday last, were received at 
the state department today through a 
cablegram from Philip Brown, charge 
of the American legation, at Guatema- 
la.

MARSH WRITES IN DEFENSE 
OF NEW. YORK EXCHANGE

Well Known Member of That Famous New York 
Institution Seeks to Tell Why Its Methods Are 
as They Are—Future Contracts and Some- 

thing About Their Basis.

| As I understand it, The Constitution 
cannot see why it should be possible 
for actual spot cotton to be quoted at 


at (sav) 91-2 cents, unless it be that 
New York brokers are manipulating 
the price of futures to the disadvan- 
tage of producers of actual cotton. The 


question that has 
Constitution is not an unnatural one, 
though the deduction it makes from 
the superficial facts is very far from 
correct. To explain this thoroughly 
would really require a treatise on the 
theory and practice of the trade in 
contracts for future delivery of cot- 
ton, but 1 shall try to explain how 
the situation of today has arisen en- 
tirely, without manipulation of brokers 
or anybody else. 

Years ago, in the early days of the 
New York cotton exchange, New York 
city was a market in which large 
quantities of all kinds of cotton were 
regularly carried in stock and offered 
for sale to spinners ‘precisely like 
stocks of dry goods and other com- 
modities which are even now e¢arried 
and sold by New York merchants. 
This is no longer the case, as it was 
discovered some twenty years ago by 
New England spot brokers that they 
could buy cotton in the south and sell 
it to New England spinners at prac- 
tically the same price that New York 
merchants had to pay for their cotton 
delivered in New York. In _ other 
words, these New England brokers 
saw that every bale of cotton that 
comes to New York and is carried in 
warehouses is subject to an expense 
of about $1.50, which is not incurred if 
the same cotton is shipped direct from 
the south to the spinner. By saving 
this $1.50 per bale, the New England 
broker was able to steadily undersell 
the New York cotton merchant, and 
speedily captured all the old-line busi- 
ness in spot cotton which formerly 
New York controlled. Spinners ceased 
to come to New York in search of cot- 
ton for their mills, and the result was 
that the New York market was no 
longer able to carry at all times the 
considerable stock of all Kinds of cot- 
ton it formerly did. 

Under these new conditions the New 
York market would have perished 
completely, as a cotton market had not 
the practice of insuring transactions 
}in cotton and cotton goods by means 
lof hedging, enormously developed with 
the growth of successive cotton crops 
and of the cotton manufacturing in- 
, dustry all over the world. This method 
‘of hedging by means of the purchase 
‘and sale of contracts for future de- 
\livery had its origin in Liverpool about 
|, 1870. At first it was very limited in 
}its scope both in Liverpool and in New 
being used mainly by importers 
of cotton into Liverpool, who took ad- 
Vantage of the more or less steady 
demand from speculators for future 
contracts bought for a rise in prices. 
It was not long, however, after this 
/custom was inaugurated before the 
| great idea began to be appreciated that 
| prices for cotton in all parts of the 
world stand at fairly fixed differences, 
above and below the price of cotton in 
Liverpool, New York, and a little later 
in New Orleans. Further, the idea was 
grasped that prices for cotton yarns 
and cotton cloths both in the places 
where they are manufactured and also 
in all the innumerable places where 
|} they are consumed, staggd in fairly fixed 
‘relation with the prices of cotton in 
,the great markets just mentioned. 
Moreover, the prices of the numerous 
|'grades and characters of cotton for the 
/manufacture of the multitudinous va- 
plese of cotton yarns and _ cotton 
goods stand normally in fixed relations 
| with the prices of cotton in the great 
; markets. 
| The grasping of this great idea by 


the cotton merchants, cotton manufac- 
turers and cotton consumers alike led 
rapidly on to the further ideas that 
transactions anywhere in the world in 
j actual cotton, In yarns, or in clotha, 
|might be protected or insured by en- 
| tering into contracts in any one of the 
Great markets for an amount of cot- 
ton such as is dealt in in those mar- 
Kets, equivalent to the amount of the 
cotton represented by the actual tran- 
sactions whetever these might take 
place. This is hedging, and today the 
entire fabric of the cotton business of 
‘the world is based upon hedging. 
Destroy ths basis, and every 

‘chant, every manufacturer and every 
llarge handler or consumer of cotton 
‘goods everywhere in the world, from 
‘Shanghal to San Francisco, is left ut- 
| terly and absolutely exposed as an in- 
idividual to the market hazards of the 
'price of a commodity of which, in spite 
‘of our recent large crops, so little is 
produced in the world that we go over 
every season with a less supply than 
+would suffice for a single month, if 
‘Nature were to withhold her bounty 
‘for but one year. 

The New York 
‘regular market for spot cotton, was 
dovumed early in the 80's of the last 
century, found a new reason for being 
.in the immense development of the 
‘theory and practice of hedging tran- 
_eactions in cotton and cotton goods. 

Instead of remaining a market in 
which a few hundred thousand bales 
'of actual cotton were yearly gathered 
together and gradually sold out to 
spinners, the New York market became 
the international clearing house for 
‘credits of all the innumerable pro- 
ducers, manufacturers and consumers 
.ot cotton. This is today what the New 
‘York market exists for, and such deal- 
ings in actual cotton as take place here 
stand in the same small proportion to 
the business, as a whole, as the tran- 
_Sactions in actual gold coin at the 
|Bank of England in proportion to the 
| vase operations in international cred- 
‘its which daily pass through the booxs 
'of that institution. 

The New York market, then,

At the same time, 
Clear to a thoughttul man that the 
business of the New York market 
woud be utterly unsafe unless there 
was a suflicient reserve of actual cot- 
ton in New York to make every credit 
transaction substantially a transaction 
in actual cotton, and not a mere paper 
or Wildcat contract. In other words, 
just as the Bank of England must 
have a large reserve of actual gold 
coin behind all its huge interchanges 
of credits, so the New York cotton 
market must have a considerable stock 
of actual cotton behind all its tran- 
sactions. One of tie most serious 
problems of the New York cotton ex- 
change has been and is so to trame 
its contract that a sufficient supply of 
actual cotton will regularly come to 
New York to Insure the maintenance 
of this reserve. Now, as has been 
pointed out above, every bale of cotton 
that comes to New York costs some- 
body $1.60 to cover New York  ex- 
penses; evidently, then, it is never 
possible for any character of cotton 
which spinners are buying freely 
throughout the south to come to New 
York at all. The mere saving of this 
expense of $1.50 per bale enables the 
spinner always to outbid New York for 
such characters of cotton as he is buy- 
ing freely.

But in any case, the New York 
arrangements with regard to the dif- 
ferences paid for different kinds of 
cotton. must be such as to draw to 
New York a reasonable amount of cot- 
ton from the south, and also to per- 
mit as time goes on the redistribution 
to spinners of cotton that have served 
their turn as part of the New York 
reserve. Any action of the New York 
cotton exchange that should interfere 
in the slightest degree wifh this move- 
ment of cotton in sufficient quantity to 
New York. which is ultimately redis- 
tributed to spinners, would sooner or 
later absolutely destroy the New York 
cotton exchange. 

Experience has showu that the great 
difficulty to be avoided in maintaining 
the reserve of actual cotton in New 
York is any interference witW perfect 
freedom of the holders and sellers of 
cotton which is in the south to deliver 
in New York at a price which they 
can calculate in advance on all and 
every kind of cotton which they may 
happen to have on hand. Once cut off 
these southern holders and sellers from 
shipping to New York any cottons 
of whatever kind they may have on 
hand. and the atream of cotton to New 
York would instantly dry up. The New 
York market would become a pure wild- 
cat market, and would immediately lose 
its entire legitimate business. 

For a brief space speculators might 
enjoy a wild debauch, but the Inevitable 
end would be the ruin of the entire 
business, both legitimate and specula- 
tive, of the exchange. 

The whole problem. then. of the New 
York cotton exchange has been to pro- 
vide an absolutely free market for all 
holders and sellers of every kind and 
description of cotton throughout the 
south. and to furnish X11 these holders 
and sellers at all times a basis of cal- 
culation which would enable them to 
ascertain at anv moment the actual 
price they would get for their coiton 
were they to ship it to New York and 
deliver it on contracts made in the 
New York cotton exchange. The solu- 
tion of the problem adopted by thea 
exchange is to arrange that the 
values of all kinds of cotton should be 
calculated on the basis of ‘‘middling’: 
that is to sav, the New York contract 
is not a contract for “middling” cot- 
ton. but a contract for any and all 
kinds of spinnable cotton to be. 
paid for on the of ‘‘mid- 
dling’ cotton. The most im- 
portant annual duty of the exchange is 
so to fix the prices of the various 
characters or grades of deliverable 
cotton on the basis of ‘‘middijng”’ that 
the regular. flow of cotton tnto and out 
of the New York market will be pre- 
served. The differences between 
grades of cotton must not be gs0 small 
that the spinner finds them absurd 
and refuses to buv any cotton at such 
differd@ices: nor, on the other hand, 
must the differences so wide as to 
be all out of proportion both to the 
spinning value of the different grades 
and also of the ._normal commercial 
differences which have prevailed vear 
in and vear out through past seasons. 
Obviously fixing the differences in 
November of each year {s a very deli- 
cate task exercised to the best dis- 
cretion of well-posted merchants in 
the New York exchange. Even though 
such delicate discretion he exercised, 
there is always a possibility of failure 
completely to take into account all ex- 
isting factors in the situation, and the 
results arrived at in November may in 
March appear open to criticism: but, 
through {t all, every person conversant 
with the business of the New York 
cotton exchange must remember the 
great underlying principles enunciated 
above, which serve as guides for the 
handling of this great question of 
differences between grades of cotton 
in New York. 

In what I have written above, ap- 
parently. I have not explained the par- 
ticular difficulty which The Constitu- 
tion sees, namely, why “middling’’ cot- 
ton on the spot should sell at t! cents 
per pound. [think thatif it willlook at 
delivery should sell at (say) 9 1-2 cents 
per pound. I think that If will look at 
the matter from the point of view of 
the general principles I have been dis- 
cussing it will easily see why this 
showld be the case in a year when thea 
crop has been so abnormal in the pro- 
portions of the various grades it con- 
tains. The New York contract is not 
a contract for the delivery of ‘“mid- 
dling’’ cotton; it Is a contract for the 
delivery of any and every kind of 
spinnable cotton on the basis of “mid- 
dling’’ cotton. Now, when the revision 
committee of the New York cotton ex- 
change had its meeting on the 2Iist of 
November last, and with the best in- 
formation accessible to it, fixed the dif- 
ference between the grades which 
should prevail In the New York cotton 
exchange for the next ten months. it 
certainly and obviously to some extent 
miscalculated the amount of extremely 
low-grade cotton which this crop would 
contain. As time has gone on, the real 
extent of this low-grade cotton offered 
for sale at steadily increasing conces- 
Sions of price has become apparent, 
and it. has heen clear to any purchaser 
of a New York contract, who looks at 
the matter as a merchant should, that 
he must put the price he {s willing to 
pay for a New York contract upon 
which these low-grade cottons may be 
delivered, low enough as compared with 
actual ‘‘middling’’ cotton to take care 
of the unexpectedly low prices prevail- 
ing in the south for the lower grades. 
It is this calculation by merchants of 
the world who are using the New York 
contract as a hedge that has led to the 
difference between the price of tha 
contract for future delivery here and 
the price of actual “middling” cotton 
on the spot. 

T need say only one thing more, and 
that is that long experience has shown 
that all spinnable cottons in good time 
come to be wanted, and that those who 
carry cotton not In immediate demand 
over wntil the demand springs up, in- 
variably reap a proper reward for 
their patience. The New York con- 
tract price for cotton today reflects the 
eagerness of present holders of the 
lower grades to be rid of the stuff at 
anv price. By and by it will appear 
that these lower grades are not so un- 
desirable after all. that eninners need 
them. and that the holders of them 
realize handsomely for their courage 
in acquiring them. though they wera 
of no account. Then the New York 
contract will reflect the changed situa- 
tion, and the disparity between ‘“mid- 
dling’’ on the spot and the price of a 
basis ‘‘middling”™ contract - will disap- 
pear.

“I may as well be frank,” said State 
Agent Eubanks, “‘and say that as soon 
as we got to Birmingham, we found 
that the meeting was all cocked and 
primed by the Southern Cotton Asso- 
Clation. The invitation we received 
came not from it, but from others, the 
Southern Cotton Association evidently 
fearing to take the lead in the move- 
ment on account of its odorous con- 
nection with Mr. Hoadley, of Wall 
Street.

Too Close to Wall Street. 

“We must make it plain now that 
we cannot and will not cooperate with 
the Southern Cotton Association, as 
long as it is officered by men as close 
to Wall street as are some of its pres- 
ent head officers. Less than six months 
ago Mr. Hoadley in an interview bold- 
ly made the statement that he was 
kept constantly in touch with cotton 
development in the south by almost 
daily communication with PresfGent 
Harvie Jordan—that Mr. Jordan let him 
know ‘just what was going on,’ etc. 
That came only a short while after 
the time when the Southern Cotton 
Association endeavored to force the 
Farmers’ Union to make a stand for 
1O0-cent cotton for last season. We 
would not do it, but made a straight- 
Out fight for !Il-cent cotton, and large- 
ly as the results of our efforts most 
of the last year’s crop has sold at 
nearer I! cents than 10 cents. If we 
had agreed to 1!0-cent cotton, not one 
bale of cotton in the south would have 
brought more than that figure.

“If the Southern Cotton Association 
only knew it, it is working actual in- 
jury to the farmers of the south by its 
constant alignment with Wall street, 
and with the spinning interest. When- 
ever you hear of the farmers of the 
south tying up with the speculators 
of Wall street and with the spinning 
interests, which naturally want low- 
priced cotton, right then and there you 
may be prepared

the spinner, and not to extort a penny 
from them by charging more for our 
cotton than its actual worth.

details of business. This we propose to 
do through our warehouses. 

‘That the spinner will agree with us 
there can be no doubt, as what he wants 
is actual cotton. This he is sure to get 
if he deals with the farmer direct. We 
are sure he can no more spin a negoti- 
able receipt than he can a paper con- 
tract. Therefore, all he wants to know 
is that the farmer that produces the 
cotton, the warehouseman that weighs 
it. the cotton union or exchange that 
transfers the title are each responsible 
for their share in the process of trans- 
fer, and the point the banker should be 
vitally interested in is that it is actual 
cotton and not paper contracts that he 
is risking his money on. The Farmers’ 
Union proposes to actually meet these 
conditions by absolutely refusing to part 
company with the cotton until the price 
agreed upon by the national union has 
been reached. 

“We are told that this cannot be done, 
hecause of the economic law of supply 
and there are people so 
as to think that we hope 
to abrogate that law. Our purpose is to 
enforoe the law of supply and demand 
in fixing the price. We will first fully 
consider the actual demand in view of 
the probable supply and then fix an 
equitable price based upon supply 
demand legitimately coupled with 
cost of production. When this is 
we shall maintain the price by regulat- 
ing the supply to the demand. This can 
be done only by us being in position to 
take care of the so-called distressed cot- 
ton and prevent it beiug dumped on the 
market. Here is the first place we see 
for the banker to legitimately enter the 
proposition, If he will furnish us cheap 
on actual cotton, allowing us to 
netain ownership until our prices are 
reached or we get ready to sell he can 
cooperate with The next place the 
banker can help us is in handling bills 
of lading. Here again the banker is in- 
terested in us preserving the identity of 
our cotton and not letting it be swallow- 
ed up by a Dill of lading that like a 
certificate or paper contract may be a 
fake. 

rhe spinner is very much interested 
at this point. He wants the banker to 
be absolutely sure that the bills of lad- 
ing represent actual cotton, definately 
described and actually on board the 
cars. To know this he not only wants 
the number, grade and weight of each 
package, but he also wants the car in- 
itials and number. 

“Gentlemen, in view of these facts and 
the further fact the speculator and mar- 
ket manipulator more fully understands 
the processes of juggling with certifi!- 
cates and paper contracts than does the 
actual farmer, we would respectfully 
suggest that the putting on foot of this 
proposed exchange be deferred until a 
more thorough equipment of the ma- 
chinery of warehousing and grading Is 
perfected and a more definite under- 
standing with the spinners is reached 
on a question of a direct deal. Hoping 
that our position has been made suffi- 
ciently clear and that you may intelli- 
gently comprehend just where we are, 
we thank you for the privilege of thus 
presenting our ;

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AN ACT NOT ON PROGRAM. 


A Roman Ring and Hand Balancing 
Actor Curses Theater Proprietor 
and Gets Fined 810.75. 

One of the Bennington brothers, who 
have been doing the Roman ring-and- 
hand balancing act at the Star, was 
arraigned in the recorder’s court yes- 
terday morning on the charge of using 
profane language while addressine the 

proprietor of the theater. 

Gus Bennington was the actor who 
was arraigned. Proprietor Thompson, 
of the Star, stated to the recorder that 
Gus wanted to leave the theater before 
the play was over, which strictly 
against the rules of the house. 

“Gus then yelled back at me from 
the hallway,” stated Mr. Thompson, 
“and in very vile language said he 
was going where he pleased, if the act 
caused the whole British government 
to rise up in war against the United 
States.”’ 

Gus is doubtless an English subject. 

He denied using the ugly words, and 
said he spoke to Mr. Thompson 
through a window, where no outside 
person could hear. He said he wanted 
to leave the theater on an important 
business matter. He was fined $10.75.

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fine of $1.75 entered in each case by the 
recorder, who held that the law had been 
violated. 

The cases were made under egection 
1027 of the city code, but it is doubtful 
if this section coverg the question, and 
several years ago Recorder Andy Cal- 
houn held that it did not, and the only 
section which might apply was 1913. 

Under Judge Calhoun’s ruling fines 
could only be imposed on persons leaving 
teams unhitched when the teams ran 
away. 

Judge Broyles holds that the leaving 
of teams unhitched and without a person 
watching them is a violation of the or- 
dinances, 

As the raid is still going on, numbers 
of other cases will likely follow. Every 
day hundreds of teams are left unhitch- 
ed on the streets. They can be found 
from the rendezvoug of the rag picker in 
Hobo Hollow to the fashionable districts 
where my lady leaves her pony and cart 
while she goes a-shopping. 

What the Law Is. 

Now that such a raid is on, a look at 
the law as it really exists is of interest, 
especially as two recorders have made 
different rulings. 

Section 1072, under which the chief of 
police had the cases fol- 
lows: 

“It shall unlawful for the owner 
or the person in charge of any carriage, 
hack, wagon, dray, cart, handeart or 
other similar vehicle to leave such vehicle 
standing on the street without a team at- 
tached to it, and some person, either in 
charge of the team or near at hand, to 
move it if notified to do so, so as to pre- 
vent the obstruction or blocking of the 
streets or endangering the public by run- 
away or otherwise. Any person, firm Or 
corporation violating the provisions of 
this section shall be subject, upon cone 
viction In the recorder’s court, to punish- 
ment by fine of not exceeding $50, or im- 
prisonment not exceeding thirty days, 
either one or both, in the discretion of 
the court.”

How Ordinance Is Conatrued. 

As was pointed out by attorneys when 
the question was in the recorder’s court 
several years ago, the ordinance first 
provides that vehicles shal] not be left 
on the streets when there are no teame 
attached to them. This was to break 
up an old country custom of long ago. 
Second, the ordinance provides that some 
person must be in charge of such team 
Or near at hand to “move it if notified to 
do so.” That is, the police offcer must 
first notify the person in charge to move 
the team if it ig blocking the street in 
any way. It was stateg that these pro- 
visions are made to prevent the obstruc- 
tion of the street or to keep teams from 
running away. Then follows the punish- 
ment. There igs not a word said in the 
ordinance about anybody being required 
to ‘‘keep teams hitched to blocks or 
hitching posts.’’ 

Another City 

The other ordinance, gection 
follows: 

‘No drayman or driver of any vehicle 
shall allow his dray, vehicle or team to 
stand in a public street, and if through 
the carlesnessorneglect his team rung 
away he may, on conviction thereof, be 
made to pay a fine of not exceeding $!00 
and costs, or be imprisoned not over 
thirty days, in the discretion of the re- 
corder’s court.” 

There is nothing in 
which requires a team to be hitched, and 
if a team not hitched runs away a fine 
can be imposed. It has been held that 
the ordinance can only be construed to 
mean that a fine cannot be imposed until 
the team runs away.

Members of the commission were not 
at all surprised @@ the intinTation that 
if they should-s@e fit to reduce the rate, 
it would be fought by injunction. One 
of them said yesterday. 

“While, of course, I can in no sense 
forecast the action of the board, be- 
cause I do not know what we are g0o- 
ing to do, I can say this much, and 
that is whatever we do we will take 
care, in so far as is possible, that our 
action shall be such as will stand the 
test in any court in which it may be 
triea. 

“The question igs a big one and there 
are many details to be considered. We 
propose to go into it thoroughly and 
then to take such action as may seem 
proper under all the conditions, and it 
is our purpose in so far as our judg- 
ment is capable of doing, to make it 
an action which cannot legally be set 
aside. I do not anticipate that we will 
reach a conclusion under a week or ten 
days, and then it wiil be after constant 
consideration of the facts ana figures 
before us.” 

There seems to

the commission, and while there has 
been no intimation to that effect, com- 
mon consent seems to have fixed upon 
24%, cents a mile, as about the figure 
which will be adopted. 

Should a reduction to this or any 
other figure be ordered by the com- 
mission, there is no doubt from what 
has been said, that a fight in the 
courts will follow and many months 
will possibly elapse before a final ce- 
termination is reached.

UNIFORM -LAWS FOR INSURANCE. 


Recommendations Made by the Bar 
Association Committee. 
Philadelphia, April 25.—The insurance 
law committee of the ‘American Bar AS8- 
sociation, which has been in session 
here devising a system of uniform laws 
for the government of insurance busi- 
ness in this country, has adopted a 
series of recommendations which will be 
presented to the association as embody- 
ing its ideas of what such laws should 
contain. Followin is a _ list of the 
recommendations, the elaboration of 

which shall. constitute the report: 

|. The appointment of state insurance 
commissioners for fitness and expert 
qualification for the position rather than 
as a reward for political duties. 

2. All companies created outside of the 
Inited States shall make deposits in at 
least one state. The chief motive for 
thfs recommendation was the action of 
certain German companies after the San 
Francisco fire which repudiated their 


policies. 

8. The repeal of 
law. 

4. The repeal af 


laws. 
5. The creation in each state of the 


office of fire marshal. This exists at 
present only in about one-third of the 
states. 

6. The enactment of a federal statute 
prohibiting the use of the mails by 
wildeat insurance cOmpanies ar@i by any 
company not authorized by the law of 
the state of its origin. 

7. The apportionment and contingent 
distribution of deferred dividends sur- 
plus on policies now in force as a prece- 
dent to the right to do business outside 
of the state in which the company is

STREET RAILWAY 
TO EXTEND LINES 


Charters Were Granted for 


Extensions to Buckhead 
and Hapeville. 


Under a charter and a charter amend- 
ment granted by the secretary of state 
yesterday, the Georgia Railway and, 
Electric Company will make two im- | 
portant extensions of its present lines | 
in Fulton county. 

The Georgia Electric Railroad Com- 
pany was incorporated separately from
